Twelve 
hundred students attended, repre- 
senting 75 countries which have a 
total student population of 
million.

Propaganda vs. the Public 

[^Propaganda Uses Emotion 
Says Meltzer in Discussion

of tactual Infor- Propaganda can be defined as 
the use of any medium of mass 
communication in order to influ- 
ence popular thought. 1 This is con- 
trasted to other methods of in- 
fluence, such as passive resistance, 
the use of force, or boycott. 

Factors in the success of propa- 
ganda include: the lack of factual 
information or alternative argu- 
ment, popular insecurity resulting 
from a period of social change or 
conflict such as a wartime panic, 
the degree to which the propagan- 
dist is successful in tapping the 
emotions, and the degree to which 
he can control information media. 

It was also pointed out that 
there is both good and bad propa 
ganda. 'Good' propaganda is that 
which nelnforces the present so 
cial customs and culture of a 
people, while that which conflicts 
with the popular values is con 
sidcrcd 'bad' propaganda. 

In America, Dr. Meltzer statcj, 
laws exist to prevent monopolize 
tion of propaganda. For example, 
the United States has a law which

mation, and non-rational appeals 
directed toward the emotions of 
the recipient, were the two main 
techniques of propaganda listed by 
Dr. B.'E. Meltzer of the Sociolog- 
ical depart, in a discussion of 
"Techniques of Propaganda." 

In an Informal discussion of the 
topic. Dr. Meltzer pointed out that 
vast numbers of conflicting inter- 
est groups compete for patronage 
in modern life. This has resulted 
in a great Increase In the volume 
of propaganda with which the av- 
erage citizen is bombarded.

Speaking on the. negative team 
were Don Savage and George 
Mannard, while on the affirmative 
team were Isadore Yablon and 
Benny Greenburg. 

Don Savage, speaking for the 
negative, argued that if we rearm 
Western Germany: first, we would 
drive such allies as France, which 
hales and fears Germany, Into Rus- 
sia's arms; secondly we would pro- 
voke Russia to war; thirdly, i\n 
rearming of Germany is not 
morally justified. "We took away 
their arms, now we kiss and make 
up." 

The second speaker for the nega- 
tive, George Mannard, stated first 
that Russia would like nothing 
better than to have the U.N. send 
arms to Germany, where it can 
keep an eve on them. This would 
enable her to advance on Iran and 
the rest of Asia. "Also, Germany 
voted Social Democrat, thus show- 
ing that she docs not want to re- 
arm." 

On the affirmative side Benny 
Greenburg pointed out that from 
1045 until 1948 Russian aggression 
in Europe made steady progress 
Then in 1948 the United States de- 
clared that she would oppose fur- 
ther aggression, therefore Russia 
slowed down. He then said that if 
we were to declare Germany a part 
of the Atlantic Pact nations, Russia 
would have more doubt about in- 
vading that country. 

Isadore Vablon added that if Ger- 
many is rearmed we will save our- 
selves because if Russia wishes to 
conquer Europe she will , have to 
first conquer Germany. Thus If we 
arm our former enemy we will be

This year, thr Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany in Canada has created a trust 
fund for the award of two scholar- 
ships for study in the United King- 
dom. Each scholarship will be 
valued at £450, plus the cost of 
transportation between Canada and 
the United Kingdom and return. 
The normal tenure of the scholar- 
ship is for one year's study. 

In order to qualify for the 
scholarships, candidates must be 
Canadian citizens who, at the date 
of submitting their appjicatlons 
should be over twenty-three and 
not past their thirtieth birthday. 
While non-graduates are not ex- 
cluded, the scholarships arc in-

stltutlon was presented at that time, 
and the Union unanimously dedi- 
cated itself to eradicate fascism 
from the world, and particularly 
from the student world. By 1950, 
however, the definition of the word 
'fascist' seemed to have changed. 
"Delegates from the western na- 
tions who spoke against the poli- 
cies of the main IUS membership 
were branded as fascists and war- 
mongers in speech after speech," 
Lazure stated. 

In 1948 the IUS' secretariat was 
established at Prague, and its policy 
seemed firmly orientated to the 
Comlnform unilateralism. Western 
delegations attended the 1950 con- 
ference in a last attempt to come to 
some agreement on an internation- 
al level. 

Lazure read parts of the rcporl 
which he and Bill Turner, presi- 
dent of the student society of the 
University of Toronto, prepared 
for NFCUS. Turner and Lazure 
attended IUS as NFCUS observ- 
ers, since NFCUS was not asked 
to send delegates. Other Canadi- 
ans however did attend as offi- 
cial delegates. Six have delegates 
from Canada for the World Fed- , ' 
oration of Democratic Youth (IUS 
is a member of 1 WFDY3. two of 
these from the Student Christian 
Movement. 

The United Stales official dele- 
gation consisted of three people; 
but 30 'progressives" attended from 
that country. An American re- 
quest to send a fourth person was 
rejected because of the crowded 
conditions. "It would appear that 
the Congress had a trifle too 
many guests," said Lazure and 
Turner -in their report. 

Western policy toward colonial 
countries In Asia, plus the after- 
effects of Japanese invasion in 
those countries, left a situation 
which was made to order for com- 
munist propaganda, Lazure said. 

Delegates to the Congress from 
such colonial areas found them- 
selves feted, pelted with flowers, 
and given valuable textbooks and 
instruments. Every attempt was 
made to draw the colonial students 
ir.to the communist camp, the 
speaker said, and these attempts 
appeared to be overwhelmingly 
successful. 

The unofficial delegates from 
western countries repeatedly ac-. 
cused the official student spokes- 
men of falsifying their statements 
oi opinion held by the majority of 
students in their own countries, he 
stated. 

The aspirations of the Congress 
were twisted by the controlling . 
group to suit their own alms, said 
Lazure. 

There was no middle course for 
delegates. When a delegate spoke 
favorably on Congress policy he 
was applauded, cheered, and car- 
ried about the conference hall on

"Whither Africa" Is Topic 
Of Cosmos' Open Meeting 



A preliminary "Big Four' session 
in Paris was proposed last night 
by the three Western nations as a 
step toward a foreign ministers 
conference to case global tension. 
The Western powers said that they 
are ready to set the date and decide 
what Issues should be considered 
outhout any committment on the 
final meeting place. 

♦ ❖ <• 
Speaking to the political com- 
mittee of the U.N. yesterday, U.S. 
delegate Warren R. Austin ac- 
cused the Chinese Communists of 
blackmail and bad faith In trying 
to gain their objectives In Korea 
and the Far East. Ills statement 
was regarded in U.N. circles as a 
rejection of the latest Arab-Asian 
move for to cease fire. 

Warren's speech was taken as 
and answer to an earlier state 
ment by Prime Minister Nehru 
of India in which the Asiatic 
leader heavily criticized "the 
mistakes which have been made 
In Korea and in the policies to- 



wards China." Specifically he 
mentioned the crossing of the 
38th parallel, refusal to receive 
Communist China Into the U.N., 
and the American proposal on 
the United Nations political com- 
mittee to declare Red China an 
aggressor. . 

Patrol action and anti-guorrllla 
action made up the fighting on the 
Korean front. One patrol was re- 
ported to have knifed to within 35 
miles of the 38th Parallel. Behind 
the lines 20,000 Red troops, includ- 
ing 500 women were reported to 
be held in check.

Disgusted With Political Uses 



am 



One of the saddest happenings of the last 
two years lias been the gradual collapse of 
useful and enthusiastic international organiza- 
tions under the pressure of Stalinist infiltra- 
tion. There were once high hopes of what trade 
unionists, lawyers, intellectual workers and 
students could achieve together by regular 
meetings; those hopes have been (lashed by 
such occasions as last year's world student 
congress in Prague, when all but a staunch 
British minority from the National Union of 
Students spent their time in drumming nut 
slogans of hate, adulation of people's democ- 
racies, and incitements to colonial revolution. 
The International Union of Students, which 
was founded in 1040 with 1,500,000 students 
from 38 countries, has now been inflated into 
a propaganda organization claiming 5,000.000 
members from 71 countries, even though stu- 
dents in most leading countries of the free 
world cither disaffiliated from tlic I US or 
refused to joint it. 



There is som prospect that British students 
will now recognize how they have been duped 
in the past — not for lack of warnings by their 
own officers. In a recent referendum on the 
question whether the National Union of Stu- 
dents should remain affiliated to IUS 18.806 
were against and 15,tW2 for. It is true that 
some 21,000 students expressed nn opinion — 
owing to apathy, refusal or technical hitches — 
but the fact remains that 147 universities and 
colleges took part in the voting. Assuming that 
the idealists of the NUS, its fellow travellers 
and Communists voted to a man and woman, 
as is their habit, this result is a pretty clear 
indication that the British student is dis- 
gusted with the political uses to which a pro- 
mising movement has been put. What brought 
discontent to a head was the brutal and un- 
constitutional manner in which the IUS ex- 
pelled the Jugoslavs for the sin of deviation.

The col lege- years give most girls thcirbest 
opportunity for "working on the marriage 
angle." Never again, in all likelihood, will a 
girl have as good a chance to meet a variety 
of young anil eligible men as when she is in 
college. : r^.'. 

The jobjthat follows graduation — especial- 
ly if it takes her to a large city— won't offer 
nearly as much chance for her to meet un- 
married men her own age and with something 
like her own educational background, 
have a husband by 30 ought to be looking over 

The college girl who wants to be sure to 
the field long before she reaches that age. A 
girl's best marrying years are still (he ones 
when she is in a position to meet the most 
eligible young men.

"With Sufficent Popular Support'' 
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Dear Sir: 

In regard to Mr. Bond's comments on Truman 
and MacArthur, all that I conclude is that Mr. 
Bond does not agree that they should be criticized, 
hat they are true Americans and are backed to the 
by the American public and government and 
they thus can do nn wrong. 
.... If the "brash swagger and easy frankness" which 
"is only the mark of a less formal democracy" is 
to be taken as typically American due to the "rep- 
resentative personality" of public men, then Mr. 
Truman's letter does not speak well of the Ameri- 
can people or this less formal democracy. I am In- 
clined to feel that "less formal" in this case would 
mean "crude." .... 

From the fact that the U.S. was one of the first 
democracies, and fought for that freedom, and the 
word American has since been associated with free- 
dom and democracy,, from this fact 1 say, it does 
I not necessarily follow that this will always be 
the case. There are elements in American legisla- 
tion which might be more properly listed under the 
heading of socialism, and there are attitudes in 
American life which are far from democratic. 
Also, merely to label a man "typically Ameri- 
' — can" or to say that he has a "representative person- 
ality" does not automatically mean that he shall 
stand for freedom, be wise, cotWpetent.'or above 
criticism. (His representative nature might be con- 
strued as a form of subservient uniformity.) 

I may not necessarily agree with all of Francis 
Allen's criticism. I do not believe that America is 
as bad as one might conclude from Mr. Bond's 
statements. However, let us agree that Mr. Allen's 
rhetoric Is rather good and say nothing of Mr. 
Bond's. 

In another part of his article Mr. Bond speaks 
ol God. Agreed that you will come to no conclu- 
sions or belief in God through rational argument. 
Still it seems to me that with sufficient popular 
support, and a will to believe, one may bring him- 
self to put laith in anything; as long as it cannot 
be disproved and he and others believe in it, they 
will continue to feel the so called presence of this 
Idea (?). 

Mr Samuels, whom Mr, Bond mentions, began 
his first lecture "Is God a Delusion" with several 
affirmative possibilities. Namely, if God docs not 
éjtlst, if He does yet is impersonal, if He does yet 
cannot break through the material barrierT then 
iaith in him is a delusion. We must be fearless and 
face these questions, he says. Yet he proceeds from 
ithére to quite dogmatically state that God does 
kxist, is personal, does break through because he 



and others know and "feel his presence." Be fear- 
less? As a man who loads his arguments with blanks 
and says that he shall face them bravely? Be fear- 
less when you know that the statements cannot be 
proved or disproved and that you have already 
made up your mind? 

Mr. Samuel's rhetoric was also good. But the 
logic and the psychology of his statements are full 
of holes. 

Above all the question of God's existence and 
the one of freedom versus Communism and slavery 
are not necessarily related. The problem is in the 
hands of men, and is merely a decision and the 
upholding of that decision In action of whether 
one will live in freedom or not, or whether one will 
resist slavery. Before Communism, God was always 
on both sides and one side always lost. Because 
the Communists do not believe In God does not 
mean that God would come down and lick them 
for us this time.

If a rich friend asked you in for 
dinner and told you that he was 
going to provide you and the rest 
of the guests with a magnificent 
feast, wouldn't you be pleased?

rather to show how unutterably 
slip-shod and slovenly Is the so- 
called education given to many of 
their accusers. 

Why? 

I am giad to tee that in the recent 
report on the Humanities at McGill 
there is a move being made to pro- 
vide a more mature and organic 
curriculum for the General B.A. 
degree. McGill, justly famous In 
many faculties, has never been es- 
pecially noted for its general Arts 
degree. Why is this? 

The general B A. degree at McGill 
contains two continuation subjects 
covering a period of three years 
and a practically unlimited choice 
of options from thereon. Suppose 
a student decides to continue in 
English and History. McGill mikes 
it possible for this student to take 
only three English courses and only 
three History coursr-3 and from 
thereon anything else he wishes. 
But this is surely absurd. The pur- 
pose of a University is to make a 
student think. And I defy anybody 
to prove lo me that such a curri- 
culum will evei cause any mentally 
average student to learn the mean- 
ing of the word "think". It is true, 
that r serious student can get a 
great deal out of such a curriculum 
If he works hard on his own ac- 
count, but on the other hand it is 
so infernally easy to pass courses 
in the curriculum pictured above 
that a general B.A. now means very 
little. It is probable that conditions 
such as these arc duplicated in 
many universities all over the 
nation. 

No Dabbling 

In former times a Liberal educa- 
tion was the mark of an educated 
man. But a liberal education was 
not then as it is now. The basis then 
consisted in a thoroughly sound 
grounding in the Classics with the 
result that students not only knew 
the grammar of those languages but 
they had also absorbed the feeling 
and the spirit of two great nations, 
Greece and Rome. This meant hard 
work and concentration. Whatever 
you may think of the Classics, I 
don't believe you can accuse those 
students of dabbling in them. 
Half Digested 

It is this principle of dabbling 
that can ruin education. No matter 
how narrow-minded many scientists 
arc, they have at least been trained 
lo think thoroughly and accurately 
along certain lines. But what about 
the three History courses making 
up the above mentioned continua- 
tion course? All that these students* 
possess (in many cases) Is a helter- 
skelter "half-digested plethora of 
ideas" to use the words of that 
famous educator, Alfred North 
Whitehead. And the result is sad. 
It will probably all be forgotten 
very quickly and will have no 
lasting value. 

I believe that it is impossible for 
any person to call himself educated 
unless he can think and talk origin- 
ally along certain lines. Unless this 
foundation is present, a student is 
building his house on sand and all 
his fine scattering of Information 
will be vanquished at the first 
strong wind. All real education 
needs a trunk of continuity from 
which afterwards the branches can 
grow. Let us hope that the Uni- 
verslties will wake up to this dire 
need and provide a 'more mature 
organic" B.A. degree.

A Hair-curling Story 

Reading University of Manitoba 
curling results In The Dally on Fri- 
day we saw (Winnipeg— CUP— ) 
that Lorn Wallace's ring (United 
College, affiliated with the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba) defeated, R to 
a rink entered by Manitoba's 
Agricultural College, making a 
takeout ot the shot rock in the last 
end and getting a roll to the button. 

As curling is not a sport common 
to the McGill campus, such terms 
as rink, takeout, shot rock, roll and 
button sometimes need explaining. 

A rink (team) consists of four 
curlers each of which throws two 
rocks (curling rocks are round with 
a sharp circular under edge, weigh 
about 40 pounds, and have a handle) 
down the ice toward the house (a 
series of concentric circles with a 
maximum diameter of twelve feet 
marked out at both ends of the 
sheet of ice). 

The lead (first curler) throws his 
rocks, followed by the second, third; 
the skip (captain) determines what 
shots are to be attempted and 
throws the last two rocks himsélf.

OfFr.HealyTalk 

"The parliamentary system has 
given ua what we cherish most In 
the art of government," said Fath- 
er S. E. Hcaly. S J., Professor- of 
history at Loyola College, last 
evening when he addressed mem 
bcrs of the St. James Literary 
Society on the topic "Medieval 
English Parliament." 

Father Hcaly- stressed that par- 
liamentary governments are the 
guardians of our freedom. Today, 
when the problem of -government 
Is of more importance than ever 
before, we should consider it our 
duty to study the beginnings of 
our parliamentary system, and to 
understand Its development from 
Medieval times. "Wc should know 
what we cherish as it Is and as 
it was," he said. 

Father Hcaly traced the evolu- 
tion of English parliament as par- 
allel with the limitation of the pow- 
ers of the English king. Largely 
responsible for this two-fold de- 
velopment were the barons, who 
were Influential because of the con-

"At such times," Lazurc said, "one 
was cither on his feet cheering for 
Stalin, or sitting at thc western 
tables and ignoring the demonstra- 
tions around him. No one joined 
thc demonstrations who was not 
entirely in agi cement with them." 

Thc nature of this IUS Congress 
brought home to NFCUS a full re- 
alization of the communist emphasis 
on youth. It Indicated a need for 
further strengthening of thc Cana- 
dian union as such, for making uni- 
versity education available to all 
who arc capable and deserving of 
it, and for expanding International, 
participation. 

This latter point was made clear 
when the western delegations pre- 
sented a thirteen point program to 
IUS which outlined minimum re- 
quirements for co-operation be- 
tween cast and west. "IUS replied 
to these points, and agreed with 
them In general, but refused to 
accept them in particular over 
points of wording or definition," 
Lazurc slated. 

Among thc demands made In this 
thirtccn-point program was that all 
member unions in IUS must disas- 
sociate themselves from political 
affiliations and activity within 
their home countries. 

The Western unions gathered in 



Stockholm in December, without 
any idea to form a Western Student 
Union, but with the object of ac- 
hieving some measure of co-opera- 
tion. Norway, Canada, New Zca- 
land, and the U.S.A. were the most 
active delegations in this confer- 
ence, while West Germany, Austria, 
and Switzerland were firmly pre- 
pared to establish a western union. 
Extremists who opposed any break- 
ling away from IUS included Eng- 
land, Scotland, Finland, all present- 
ly affiliated with IUS, and France 
and Belgium, 

The third group of nations— Can- 
ada, Norway, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, U.S.A., Denmark, Holland, 
Italy Ireland, Sweden, and Turkey 
—desired a new project of inter- 
national co-operation without 
breaking relations with IUS. South 
Africa and Yugoslavia attended as 
guests. 

In order to avoid anything re- 
sembling a permanent organization, 
the Stockholm conference followed 
a plan of delegating responsibility, 
In investigation of different fac- 
ets of the planned program. The 
Canadian union was asked to in- 
vestigate thc possible structure of 
such an International body for 
the future. 

This conference should be sup- 
ported by moderate people and 
those who. naively perhaps, arc 
still expecting thc day when stud- 
ents in every country will con- 
stitute a whole, Lazurc concluded.

Thc cupola, which seems to have 
been purely an architectural whim, 
and which stands today as il did 
in 1840. with McGlll's flag flying 
from its peak, symbolics the fore- 
sight of James McGill and thc 
friends who helped him plan his 
memorial. Its windows have look- 
ed down to sec many generations 
of students come and go. It has 
seen other buildings grow around 
it. and has watched McGill men 
march away to fight in two great 
wars.. * 

But men such as McGill and 
Dawson knew how to build a firm 
foundation, on which future gen- 
erations could erect a great col- 
lege. As long as thc flag flics 
above thc Arts Building, there is 
no reason to fear that thc uni- 
vcrsity shall lose any of its great- 
ness.

Thc object of thc game is to have 
as manv rocks as possible Inside 
thc house and closer to the button 
(centre of the house) than the op 
pohant's rocks.

The Arts Building which stands at 
thc head of the main campus drive 
conceals, behind its grey stone front, 
much of thc university's early his- 
tory; a history in which it played 
a mast Important part. 

In 1839, altci 28 years of legal 
and financial trouble which fol- 
lowed the death of James McGill, 
thc first Board of Governors suc- 
ceeded in starting work on thc Uni- 
versity buildings. These original 
buildings exist today as the main 
section of the Arts Building, the 
scct'on which carries thc cupola 
and columned facade, and thc cast 
wing, presently known as Dawson 
Hall In honour of one of McGUl'a 
greatest principals. 

Construction of these two build- 
ings was a slow business. They had 
not been completed when thc facul- 
ties of Arts and Medicine moved in 
during 1843. Both were lit with 
candles. They were poorly heated 
because money for fuel was lacking, 
and thc roofs leaked. 

Professor lived In thc cast 
wing. Because their salaries were 
small, they were forced to board 
students. They also kept, vegeta- 
ble gardens and pastured cows on 
the land around the buildings. 

Picture, if you will, the two 
bleak, grey structures, with leaky 
r 9Pl? i?Pd broken windows, -stand- 
ing isolated in fields of tall grass. 
Ttubblsh heaps and refuse from tho, 
building work lie scattered about. 
The road, which comes up along 
the cast side and curves sharp!}' 
bVerTto the buildings, is a path 
of mûH in summer and a crude 
sleigh-trail in winter. There arc 
no trees growing, and in winter 
thc winds blow wildly across thc 
mountain slope, into thc unhcatcd 
rooms on thc upper floors of the 
main building. 

A medical student, trying to per- 
form a dissection in one of these 
rooms, was faced with the un- 
pleasant prospect of doing his work 
in a dark, wet, and cold room. 
Large rats scampered across the 
floor, and even the dissection ta- 
bles. It was sometimes so cold 
that the students could not con- 
trol their hands, and work was 
impossible. 

In 1851, the Medical faculty sur- 
rendered. It moved back to a house 
in the heart of the city, which at 
that time lay south of Dorchester 
street. Arts followed in 1852, oc-

cupying rooms above an old high 
school. Thc "half-finished and part- 
ly ruinous buildings" stood aban- 
doned. ' 

Then in 1855. came Sir William 
Dawson. He took up residence in 
the . broken-down east building, 
and started in to reconstruct thc 
university. Before he rcllrcd in 
1803, he had created a nationally 
famous institution of learning. 
. Dawson sel oui to interest the 
community in McGill. He persuadée! 
thc two existing faculiics to return 
in 1860, when they numbered ove> 
fifty students, lie showed William 
Maison the need for more quarters 
Thc result was Molson Hall i the 
present west wing 0 t thc Arti 
Buildingi and the two connecting 
corridor sections, both originalh 
single-slorcj structures. By judi 
cious use of money received from 
sale of thc ejlalc land which ]a> 
below the present Sherbrooke 
street, he planted trees, repaired 
thc old buildings, and provided a 
firm foundation for a subsequently 
great university. 

In thc 1800s the Arts Building 
was the only quarters thc univer- 
sity had. Arts, Commerce, ann 
Law faculties, and thc departments 
of Botany, Geology, Chemistry. 
Physics and Engineering, were all 
housed within it. An embryonic 
museum could be found in thc 
west corridor, and thc library was 
in Molson Hall, Chemistry lab and 
lecture rooms were in thc cast cor- 
ridor, and the engineering students 
did their draughting in rooms atop 
Dawson Hall. 

As thc great donations of Peter 
Rcdpalh, Sir William Macdonald. 
and the university's many othc: 
benefactors, provided ■ newer and 
roomier buildings for a museum, a 
library, and thc science depart- 
ments, thc Arts faculty gradually 
expanded until it occupied all of 
the building except thc cast wing, 
which houses McGill's administra- 
tive staff. 

In 1020. when thc building was 
reconstructed and thc second-floor 
corridor sections added, most of 
thc exterior was maintained" in its 
original state. Thc main facade, 
Molson Hall, and the lower corri- 
dors look today exactly as they did 
when first built. 

The peaked roof of thc east wing 
was removed, and a flat one sub- 
stituted. The entrance had been 
on the second floor, with curved: 
iron staircases descending on either '
